Kansas “R edlegs” rode up and fired 
at the sleeping men without warning, 
killing

Quantrill and 
breaking one of the elder brother’s 
thighs with a bullet. They then made 
off with the complete outfit, inolud 
ing the two negroes. 
Brooding over

brother, he returned to Kansas. 
He 
soon learned the identity of the men. 
Their leaders, according to this story 
\frere Gen. Jim Lane and Col. .Tenni- 
son, and Quantrill began accompany­
